Russians Stop Nazi Drive In Smolensk Area

LONDON, Aug. 5—(BUP) 
—The Russians have defi- 
nitely stopped the great Ger- 
man offensive in the Smo- 
lensk sector of the Moscow 
front and are preparing to 
launch a big scale offensive 
in the Karelian isthmus sec- 
tor of the Leningrad front, 
well-informed sources re- 
ported today. 

Advices reached diplomatic 
quarters that 500,000 Russians 
under Gen, Grigori M. Stern, the

Reports here said the Bel Tserkov 
(white church) positions of the Rus- 
sians formed especially strong de- 
fences along the Rossi river, which 
rung west from the Dnieper. 

Some of the best units of the 
Red army are reported concen- 
trated in this sector under Mar- 
shal. Semeon Budyenny. 

Vigorous fighting also continued 
in the Smolensk area, west of Mos- 
cow, but today’s noon communique 
made no mention of activities in a 
|new Nazi wedge driven to Kholm, 
marshland town midway between 
Leningrad and Smolensk and 70 
miles east of last. week's battlefield 
at Novorzhev.

BERLIN, Aug. 5—(AP)—The Ger- 
man high command today claimed 
a “break through”. in the Russian 
lines in a surprise thrust 60 miles 
southeast of Smolensk and the re- 
pulse and annihilation of allegedly 
encircled Red army forces grouped 
in the Ukraine for the defence of 
Kiev.

and about 80 miles west of the 
Soviet frontier.

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Round And Round 


During the first five months of the 
present year the total incomes of all 
the people in Canada is placed at $2,- 
120,000,000 by the bureau of statistics. 
This compares with $1,910,000,000 for 
the first five months of last year. The 
increase is 10.9 per cent in the amount 
of money received for goods and ser- 
vices, 

Commodity - producing _ industries, 
including those connected with war 
activity, had a net value output 
amounting to $1,045,000,000, a gain of 
18.5 per cent over the figures for the 
firat five months of 1940. 

This increase in the national income 
came about mainly through increased 
production, only in minor degree 
through increase in prices. It was the 
result of increased output of goods, not 
of a boom in stocks or real estate. 

The price increase was only 4.1 per 
cent. Deducing this from the cash in- 
come increase of 10.9 per cent, leaves a 
balance of 6.8 per cent in cash received 
over the cost of an equivalent amount 
of goods bought, as compared with the 
first five month period a year ago. 
This 6.8 per cent represents the extra 
saving that was possible to the nation 
without any curtailment of purchases; 
the net gain in total cash incomes with 
the same average standard of spend- 
ing and living. 

A net gain of 6.8 per cent on last 
year’s five-month income of $1,910,000- 
000 amounts to $129,880,000. This sum 
Canadians were able to invest over and 
above the amount they were able to 
invest a year ago with no tightening of 
belts or retrenchment of expenditure. 
The sum is more than the war savings 
certificates bought in an entire year. 

Money, like the music, “goes round 
and round”. What governments gather 
in they pay out again. What one spends 
becomes a part of another's income. 
The war has speeded up the rate of 
turn-over by stimulating production, 
not by hoisting prices. 


Trying Out French Feeling 


Paris newspapers, which publish by 
leave of Berlin and shape their views 
accordingly, urge that to keep France's 
African colonies from falling into Brit- 
ish-Allied control there must be a Ger- 
man-French military alliance, and a 
sn2ake-up of the cabinet at Vichy. : 

What these papers propose today is 
likely to be done tomorrow. They are 
breaking the news to the French people 
that France may be made “‘collaborate”’ 
with the Axis in the miiltary sense, as 
it already does in the economic sense. 
For the reason, as alleged, that other- 
wise neither Vichy nor the Axis may 
be able to&eep Dakar and other French 
colonies in Africa from being occupied 
by Free French forces and their 
associates. 

What this amounts to is a left- 
handed intimation that, Japan having 
pried off Indo-China, its partners in 
Europe propose to parcel out France’s 
African possessions between them, with 
the help of a reconstructed cabinet at 


those colonies, Germany and Italy would 
voluntarily restore them to France is 
not even suggested. 

The French empire is in process of 
being dismembered, seemingly with 
some inconspicuous but inconvenient 
objections on the part of Marshal 
Petain, and perhaps some of his 
colleagues, ‘yams 

This press campaign is evidently a 
feeler sent out to see how the French 
people would react if the aged Marshal 
were deposed and Darlan or Laval put 


in the liquidation of the French empire.

The Farm Bonus Plan 


The farm bonus plan was adopted 
to bring about a 35 per cent reduction 
in the acreage seeded to wheat, as com- 
pared to the acreage sown last year. 
The reduction from last year's figures 
is 37 per cent. The object has there- 
fore been attained: 

The reason for aiming at wheat 
acreage reduction was that storage 
facilities were not in prospect for more 
than 230,000,000 bushels of new grain. 
Unless the yield is phenomenal this 
amount will not be exceeded, making 
allowance for seed kept on the farm. In 
which event farmers will be able to de- 
liver and sell their whole marketable 
crop within the coming marketing year. 

Increased exports have made it 
probable the carry-over at the first of 
next month will be less than expected 
some months ago. If this turns out to 
be true, and the faster outward move- 
ment continues, farmers will also be 
able to deliver larger amounts in the 
fall and early winter months than last 
year. The storage outlook is thus de- 
cidedly better than a year ago, though 
quotas will doubtless be required to pre- 
vent congestion in the early stages of 
marketing.

The area put under summerfallow and 
coarse grains and grass is more than 
the area diverted from wheat. This 
means that while wheat-production has 
been curtailed, western farmers are 
going in stronger for stock-raising, 
while a remarkable amount of land is 
being cleared of weeds by summer 
cultivation. 

The bonus is no doubt largely re- 
sponsible for both the increase in feed 
grain acreage and the increase in land 
summerfallowed. What he obtains in 
bonus payments plus his revenue from 
hogs and other stock may make up to 
the farmer, and to farmers generally, 
more than is lost by growing less wheat. 
In these respects also the bonus policy 
seems to be making good. 


183,000,000 Trees 


It is not as exciting as war news, but 
having regard to the long range welfare 
of western Canada there is interest in 
the announcement that tree-planting on 
the prairies is being carried on yearly, 
with very encouraging success, and on 
a broader scale. 

Over the past 40 years 183,000,000 
trees have been distributed free to 
prairie farmers, from the experimental 
stations at Indian Head and Sutherland. 
In 1941 nearly 7,000,000 trees were sent 
out, illustrating the growing urge 
among farmers to establish wind-breaks 
and shelter-belts. First to last such 
protective clumps have been planted on 
65,000 prairie farms. 

Not all these trees are growing or 
came to maturity and were cut down 
for wood. It is likely a good many 
whole shelter-belts have disappeared. 
Drought kills trees, as it kills wheat, 
fires and insects destroy them. But the 
important point is that the farmers go 
on planting, and are planting more, on 
more farms, as the years pass. Slowly 
perhaps, but surely, the “bald’’ prairie 
is getting to be less bald. 

Tree-planting is now part of the gen- 
eral reclamation movement which start- 
ed a few years ago in the “dry belt.” 
Where dams are constructed and lakes 
formed, and where water-holes are dug 
out, trees are planted around the edges 
of these ponds. Partly because the trees 
will live there, and partly because they 
will check evaporation and prevent the 
ponds drying up.. Storing water and 
planting trees are complementary 
means of fighting drought, as well as 
fires and destructive winds. 

They are complementary also in 
adding to the attractiveness of a farm 
home, as well as to the productivity of 
the land, and therefore to its cash value. 
A lot of public and private money and a 
lot of time is being spent to make the 

rairie region something less a prairie. 

e@ money and time are not wasted. 
They are invested. On the success of 
this effort hangs the prospect of min- 
imizing the loss and hardship which 
follow when a dry cycle comes to the 
plains.

France Seethes With Unrest 


Vichy Cabinet Crisis Is Reeult Of 
Internal Disagreement, Not 
Hun Preesure 


By:HAROLD L. WEIR 

There is a crisis within the Vichy 
administration. Petain’s cabinet has been 
holding long and stormy meetings and the 
results have been caréfully guarded as 
high state secrets. 

The German-controlled press in Paris 
has been loudly demanding further French 


co-operation with the 
Nazis. The immediate 
end in the view of these 
Germanophiles is the 
“joint, occupation” of 
African bases by the 
French and Germans. 


Since the French are al- 
teady in possession of 
these places, such as Da- 
kar, this campaign is only 
a polite way of insisting 
that these bases be hand- 
ed over, holus-bolus, to 
the Germans.

It is made to appear in all this that the | 


crisis in Vichy is the result of Nazi pres- 
sure, 

I am inclined to doubt this for two 
reasons: 

The first is that the Germans have 
their hands too full with the Russians, 
just at present, to give much thought to 
policy in the Atlantic. 

The second is that Vichy has already 


| given all the co-operation and assistance 


he has required or requested. The Vich- 
iens have nothing more to give. 

What, then, is the source of this 
determined effort on the part of Vichy 
to throw France even more closely into 
the arms of the Nazis? 

It is simply this: F 

That* France’ is seething with unres' 
and suspicion of the Vichiens who are 
being forced to seek closer French alli- 
ance in order to protect themselves from 
their own infuriated people. 

In short, it is extremely probable that 
the impulse behind this move for closer 
collaboration with Hitler comes, not from 
Berlin, but from Vichy itself. 


Germans Exhausted 


There js, of course, no doubt that the 
Germans would occupy such places as 
Dakar very willingly if the French point- 
edly invited them in. 

It is highly doubtful if they would take 
the trouble, at this hazardous time, to 
chance raising new enmities against 
themselves by insisting on occupations 
that, from their standpoint, are not press- 
ingly important. 

It is always possible that Hitler, im- 
patient with lack of success in Russia, 
may choose to shift his main offensive 
from this front into another sphere of 
action. 

He may try another vicious attack on 
Britain—particularly in view of the 
rumors that Britain is planning an invas- 
ion of the contnent. 

He may try an assault through Turkey 
into Iran and Iraq. 

But whatever he does, he will not be 
able to leave the Russian front unguarded. 
The Soviet armies have displayed so much 
initiative in this campaign that Hitler 
would have to maintain a holding force 
almost aS great as his offensive force. 

All this has decreased the immediate 


chance of the United States coming into | 


the war om the Atlantic side. It has even 
lessened the fury of the Battle of the 
Atlantic. 

In other words, circumstances have 
decreased to a new low for the time being. 
the probability of the United States seiz- 
ing Dakar or any other Atlantic point. 

It seems, therefore, the most unlikely 
time for Hitler to bring pressure on Vichy 
for formal] permission to take an occupa- 
tional step which he knows he could 
take any moment he cared to do s0. 


Colonies Angered 


All this fuss, then, is being kicked up 
in Vichy because the Vichiens know that 
unless they get their German alliés into 
these French colonies very soon, these 
colonies are going to go over to General 
de Gaulle of their own accord. 

Vichy has had plenty of warning of 


this. Incident has been piled upon inci- 
dent to show which way the wind in 
blowing. 


The latest indicationa]l straw has been 
the somewhat spectacular resignation of 
one M. Godefroy who has been secretary 
to the French consulate in Salonika. 
M. Godefroy was appointed to Salonika 
in February this year. His resignation 


| it did not decline to zero. 


| ts spectacular because the diligence of the 
| Free French has been instrumental in 
| giving to the public the heroic terms of 
| his reproach to Vichy. 

This is what M. Godefroy writes: 

“For a long time, I believed that the 
only way to guarantee the future of 
France and to defend the Empire was to 
serve the Government of Vichy and when 
I was given the direction of the consulate 
in Salonika, I tried my best to do the job 
which was entrusted to me. 

| “I was given oral instructions to keep 
track of all British activities in Northern 
Greece.- 

“In Salonika I was given a splendid 

reception by the British and their allies. 

' Knowing my anti-German feeling, they 
knew I was not there to harm them. So 
they handed over to me, as a friend, all 
the interesting information which could 
be useful to the French government. 

“Then I had, right in Salonika, during 

| the month of April, the irrefutable evi- 
dence that al] this information had been 
| handed over by Vichy to the German 
| government! 
“Now I believe it is necessary for me 
| to give to the public the reasons for my 
decision. I was willing for a long time to 
believe with the patriots still faithful to 
Vichy that the policy of collaboration 
was just a mask. 

“Today I am convinced it is just the 
Opposite and that the false reasons given 
for collaboration are the mask. 

“I am asking all the representatives of 
France jn foreign countries who would 
like to see Germany defeated not to send 
to Vichy any information which, if re- 
leased to Berlin, could serve the interests 
of the enemy.” 

he case of M. Godefroy is but one 
case out of thousands. It represents the 
disgusted and disillusioned feelings of 
splendid French colonial and diplomatic 
officers everywhere. 

It represents a tremendous wave of 
anti-Vichy sentiment everywhere through-

Japan Is Caught. In Economic Nutcracker 


In Shape To Strangle 
Her at Will .

Aggressor Japan, which has made war 
| with imported and conquered resources, 
| is in the grip of a four-way economic and 
military vise today. 

Between her and the raw materials, 
without which she can not long continue 
to wage war stand: 

In the north, the Far Eastern Armies 
of Russia, guarding Siberia’s immense 
hoard of natural wealth. 

To the east, millions of armed and de- 
termined Chinese soldiers, keeping Japan 


| away from the richest Chinese provinces 


and making impossible satisfactory ex- 
ploitation of resources in the provinces 
Japan has conquered. 

To the south, the Anglo-Dutch-Ameri- 
can Singapore-Batavia-Manila defense 
arc, threatened by Japan's latest advance, 


Malaya and the Indies. 

And now at last, to the east and in 
other directions, British and American 
“sanctions”, closing to Toyko her sole re- 
maining major league sources of war 
material. 

There are, by most reckonings, 25 basic 
commodities without which no 20th cen- 
tury war machine can function. Japan's 
islands, Manchuria and Korea, produce 
enough of only three—sulfer and pyrites 
(used chiefly as a source of sulfur), food 
and coal. 


Dependent on Imports 


For the rest, the Island Empire has 
depended on imports, chiefly from the 
U.S.A. and British Empire. In 1939, the 
last year for which complete figures are 
available, the U.S.A. supplied 56 percent 
of Japan's imported war matrieal and 
Britain 21 percent—a total for the Anglo- 
Saxon countries df $225,000,000 out of 
$300,000,000 of imports of war material. 

This figure has declined since then be- 
cause military requirements have reduced 
the exportable surplus of essentia] com- 
modities in the U.S.A. and Britain. But

U.S.A, The export of aviation petroleum 
products was embargoed last year, but it 
was not particularly effective as Japan 
possessed adequate facilities for convert- 
ing lower-grade American fuel into avia- 
tion fuel. Now, if the treasury pursues 
the indicated policy of refusing to grant 
licenses for exports to Japan, Tokyo will 
get no fuel at all from us. 

In some materials such as oil, Japan 
may be able to find alternative sources. 
South America is a leading oi] producer. 
| But most of .the oj] operators in South 
America, for example, are American or 
British. It is hardly likely that those com- 
panies will be permitted by Washington, 
| which can exert pressure on their Am- 
| erican owners, to deal with Japanese 

firms. 
Here is a breakdown of the situation 
in the most important sinews of war im- 
| ported by Japan: 

Scrap Iron—Japan has been unable to 
obtain scrap iron in any quantity for more 
than half a year. The U.S.A. was her 
principal supplier. All U.S. scrap for 
months has been going into our own or 
British furnaces. . 
| Cotton—Japan depends on the U.S.A. 
and India for most of her cotton. Imports 


| from the U.S.A. normally run in the 
| neighborhood of $30,000,000 annually. 
Cotton growing in occupied parts of 


Yangtze Valley is unsuccessful because of 
| the mass refusal of Chinese peasants to 
| plant it. The only possible sources now 
are South American. Most South Am- 
erican cotton, however, is machine-picked 
and cannot be used in Japanese mills, 
which are designed to handle American, 
Indian and Egyptian fiber. 

Copper—Japan formerly imported en- 
ormous quantities of copper from the 
U.S.A. and Canada, more recently from 
South America. South American com- 
panies are almost all American, however, 
and have contracted Virtually the entire 
Output to the RFC’s Metal] Reserves Corp. 
because of a U.S. copper shortage. Hence, 
no alternative Japanese copper supplies 
are in sight. The only significant copper 
deposits in East Asia are in Siberia, Japan 
produces some herself, but not 
enough.

The judgment was rendered in 
the action brought by the prov- 
ince to enforce collection of oil 
royalties drawn from land owned 
by the Majestic Mines. 

Mr. Justice O'Connor held that 
the federal government - patent 
issued to the company did not hold 
any clause covering the payment of 
oil royalties, but expressly stated 
that royalties could be collected on 
coal, and therefore the province was 
not entitled to collect oil royalties. 

The appeal states the trial judge 
erred in holding that the land in 
question was “homestead” land, and 
in not holding that under the con- 
solidated orders-in-council, the pro- 
vince was entitled to collect oil 
royalties. 


The trial judge also erred, the 


appeal recites, in not holding that | 


the grant of minerals conveyed by 
the patent of March 11, 1908, on 
these lands was subject to royaltic: 
prescribed then or to be prescribed 
thereafter by regulation of the 
governor-in-council. 


FURTHER GROUND 

A further ground for appeal is 
that the trial judge erred in noi 
holding that the governor-in-councij 
had the authority to impose royai- 
ties with respect to petroleum on 
these lands at any time after the 
grant up to the date of the agree- 
ment relating to the transfer of 
natural resources from the Domin- 
ion to the province, and in not hold- 
ing that the province, by the terms 
of that agreement, succeeded to ail 
royalties theretofore vested in the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5—(AP)— 
Four chorus girls decided Monday 
the government may be right—it's 
not so much what stockings are 
made of but what's in them that 
sounts. 

At the suggestion of the depart- 
ment of agriculture’s bureau of 
home economics, they tried on sev.

Dr. Louise Stanley, director of the 
bureau, has reported that 85 per 
cent of the machines in silk hosiery 
mills could be adapted readily to 
cotton process through new. manu- 
facturing methods bureau experts 
developed: 

Since 1939 when research began 
on the possibilities of cotton in de- 
signing stylish, well-fitting hose, 
the experts have prepared designs 
varying from cob-web mesh for eve- 
ning wear to plain knits for sports 
use.

venting democracy from function- 
ing. 

Recently returned from a trip to 
eastern Canada, she said people 
there were anxious to obtain the 
facts regarding Alberta. 

“There are more people than 
we realise thinking about condi- 
tions as they are and seeking the 
answers to questions raised by 
those conditions,” she said. “We 
are biasing a trail here to give 
the people economic {freedom 
and at the same time to prepare 
for rehabilitation after the war.” 

It was up to the people of Can- 
ada and Alberta to hold fast in the 
struggle, in the knowledge that 
they held the remedy for the situa- 
tion. 

She pointed out that a sense of 
humor and cheerfulness were es- 
sential these days. There were two 
fronts, the home front and the 
battle front and both had to be
